SARL IARU FUND NOW OVER R21 000 


Over the past few weeks contributions to the SARL IARU fund have been 
boosted by R2 440 bringing the total to R21 101. The 2005 IARU fees have 
been paid. With the favourable exchange rate the fees amounted to R10 488 
which leaves R10 650 for the delegates’ travelling fund. Thanks to all who have 
contributed.

The SARL council has decided that three delegates will be attending the impor- 
tant IARU region 1 conference. They are Graham Hartlett, ZS6GJH, Dennis 
Green, ZS4BS, and John Fielding, ZS5JF. Although John is not currently a 
Councillor he will be assisting Council by attending the conference to present 
three SARL papers dealing with important VHF issues and to attend committee 
C5 meetings which deal with VHF, UHF and Microwave communication. The 
papers are available on www.sarl.org.za. John will be in Europe on a family 
visit which means that the SARL will only have to meet his local expenses at 
the IARU conference. 


Dennis will spend most of his time on HF matters (Committee C4) and some of 
the sub committee meetings while Graham Hartlett will head up the delegation 
and attend the finance committee and committee C3 and be the spokesperson 
at the plenary meetings.

MB. The three delegates will have a busy time with meetings scheduled till late 
every evening. Councillors are currently working through the documents and 
will highlight important issues in SARL News, on the web and during the next 
two President nets. 


FULL RTA OPEN DAY PROGRAMME NOW AVAILABLE 


The full SARL Radio Technology in Action open day programme is now available 
on the web. By popular request the flea market will be open from 08:00 to set 
up. Selling starts at 09:00. Tables are available at R20 each and must be booked 
by calling Vee at 011 675 2393 or sending an email to adminQsarl.org.za. 


The entrance fee to the RTA Open day is R20 for adults which include entry 
into the attendance prize draw which takes place at the final plenary session.

Another 
popular presentation is the Introduction to Amateur Satellites by Dave Long, 
ZS5FR, a must if you would like to get involved with amateur satellites. 


Diarise the 20th of August to be at the Amateur Radio event of the year. 
24 GHz ZS RECORD EXTENDED TO 56 km 


On Thursday 28 July at 12:40 CAT Ivo Chladek, ZS6AXT, and Jon Sygo, 
ZS6JON, set a new 24 GHz record of 56,2 km breaking their previous record by 
a few kilometres. The contact was witnessed by ZS6LES and ZS6OB. Signals 
were 52 on SSB. At 12:10 a test over a 52 km distance from a higher portable 
position resulted in 59 +20 dB signals on SSB. 


Tests earlier that morning over 150 km distance were not successful because of 
the prevailing high humidity. Water vapour attenuates signals on 24 GHz. The 
equipment operated was the same equipment used to set up the previous record. 
It delivers 2,5 W into 30 cm dishes. 


Ivo and Jon will now improve their equipment by adding highly stable tempera- 
ture compensated crystal oscillators to both transverters to eliminate the need 
for “chasing” the signals due to frequency shift of the crystal oscillators in the 
Phase Lock Loop circuit as a result of changing temperature. 


Congratulations to both experimenters. Well done!

THE BLIND NAVIGATORS’ TRAIL 


This event will again take place in and around George/Mossel Bay area on the 
7th of August 2005. Like in the previous year the local Hams have been asked 


to provide communication, and they are currently busy with the organizing 
thereof. 


Background. The event is definitely a “friendly” event organized for the benefit 
of the blind navigators, but it is still a competition and obviously they would 
all like to win. 


To ensure that they all play the same game (and keep the court cases down to a 
minimum....!) some strict rules will apply and some are highlighted in order to 
put readers in the picture. (1) Competitors must obey all traffic rules and drive 
carefully, and all participants must sign indemnities. (2) At the start control 
competitors will receive a route schedule in BRAILLE and sighted persons will 
receive a normal WRITTEN route schedule, giving times, direction and speeds. 
Drivers may not write down any part of the schedule - the idea is to receive 
the information from the blind navigator next to you. Any driver found contra- 
vening this rule will be disqualified. (3) The event runs according to RALLY 
TIME, which means that each car will depart from the start control with his 
clock set to zero hours, zero minutes and zero seconds. All watches are PRE- 
SET to the correct rally time for each car, with a gap of two minutes between 
cars. (4) Normal procedures will apply at all control points with time checks 
etc. (5) Then follows a couple of finer rules regarding penalty points, getting 
lost, reporting to radio marshalls if in trouble, not to use cellular phones etc.etc, 
and finally -be kind to your navigator. Demonstrate how the seatbelt work and 
where to find things like door handles and window winders. Tell them about 
sudden turns or bumpy sections and explain as much as you can about where 
you are and what you are doing. Always keep in mind that you are the blind 
navigator’s eyes in this event. 


Well that in short is what the rally is all about, and by comparing the figures 
of last year’s event with this year’s we are certainly in for another big blind 
navigators trail.

PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 


What follows is a summary of what has again been obtained from the ARRL’s 
newsletter. It says that we are coming to the end of a month of large contrasts 
in terms of solar activity. Around July 4 there was a huge increase in sunspot 
numbers, followed by a very quiet period in which no sunspots were seen.. We 
are most concerned with sunspots near the sun’s equator, because they are in 
the most “geoeffective” or Earth-affecting position compared to those at higher 
latitudes. 


Watch for sunspot and solar flux numbers to rise over the next few days, peaking 
from August 1 until August 6 as the previous month’s spotted region returns to 
view. Geomagnetic indices should drop and stay low. 


Over the long term, the general direction of the cycle is down, although vari- 
ations such as the increased activity around July 4 are occasionally observed. 
Sunspots are predicted to rise again to the current level around Decemer 2007. 
Thus, be patient, but always be on the lookout for surprises.
